DR. LEFTWICH CONTINUES. 
Dr. Leftwich rose to continue his remarks 
and proceeded as follows: 
He had contended that the session had 
not erred in its interpretation of the law; 
he had spoken of their deliverances on 
dancing and of their binding force. To de- 
ny that these deliverances bind is to deny 
the authority of church courts; to repudiate 
the plain meaning of language; to repudi- 
ate the apostolical council asa model and a 
warrant; to repudiate the fundamental 
doctrine of the Presbyterian church as op- 
posed to Congregationalism. Dr. Leftwich 
read from Dr. Cunningham, and said he 
would prove that the issue was not between 
him and his brother, but between his 
brethren and the Presbyterian church. The 
extract from Dr. Cunningham related to 
the nature and powers of the apostolical 
council at Jerusalem. The great model de- 
liverance from this council was not in the 
form of a judicial case, but was in the form 
of a deliverance ‘‘in these.”’ He would next 
consider the point as to whether the deliv- 
erances of the general assembly were in con- 
sonance with the word of God. If they are 
not, they are not worth the paper on which 
they are written. If they are so founded, 
they bind. No man could take higher 
ground than he proposed to assume. If the 
deliverances are not consonant with Scrip- 
ture, let them fall. If the church forbids 
what the word of God does not forbid, it 
transcends its authority. But what is the 
attitude of the Scriptures on the matter of 
social dancing? Surely they do not com- 
mand us to engage in this social dancing. 
Further, they do not sanction this amuse- 
ment, as the appellant claims in this case.

Presbyterian church is that under one sin 
all of the same kind are forbidden. Dr. 
Leftwich here read several of the command- 
ments, and contended that they extended to 
more offenses than were specified. Thou 
shalt not kill extends to all that possibly 
leads to murder. So, under the seventh 
commandment, all lewd songs and lascivious 
actions are forbidden as tending to adultery. 
Who are to determine the question for the 
church as to whether any offense comes 
under the heads of these forbidden crimes? 
Who shal! lay down the rule of the church 
on these matters? Here the hour arrived 
for: devotional exercises and Dr. Leftwich 
suspended his remarks. The exercises were 
impressively conducted by Dr. Nall, of Co- 
lumbus, after which the synod adjourned 
to three o'clock in the afternoon. 
Afternoon Session. 
The synod met at 3 o'clock, and was ealled 
to order by Dr. Baker, the moderator. 
Mr. A. W. Clisby offered a resolution that 
comintttee on leaves of absence grant no 
more leaves of absence, but refer names of 
all applicants for leaves to the synod for its 
action. : 
Mr. Woodonw rose and said the discus- 
sion was too long, and the synod could not 
stand it. 
Dr. Leftwich said he was very willing to 
suspend his argument where it stood if the 
synod so insisted.

Dr. Woodnow explained his remarks.

DR. LEFTWICH CONTINUES. 

Dr. Leftwich then began his remarks by 
saying that he hoped he would be able to 
forget, ashe now forgave, the unkind and 
caustic allusions which had been made as to 
the length of his argument.

The Moderator—‘'Dr. Leftwich, the mod- 
erator will allow no personal allusions. No 
such matters are germain to the question.”’ 

Dr. Leftwich—‘'I have no criticism to 
make on the decision of the moderator.”’ 

Dr. Leftwich then continued his argu- 
ment in avery clear and forcible manner.

| Burt all these high authorities seem to 
have little effect on those who participate in 
promiscuous dancing. They claim to have 
scriptural authority for their dancing. To 
justify this they must prove = 
tions: ftirst—what may be lawfully done 
| by the sexes apart may be done by the sexes 
| together. Secondly—what may be lawtul- 
ly done as worship may be lawfully done as 
umuseipent. 
It is lawful for the sexes to disrobe  sepa- 
rately. It is wrong for them to disrobe to- 
gether. It is lawful to préach and pray in 
worship. It issacrilege to do these things 
in amusement. ; 
The Seriptures forbid the modern promis- 
cuous social dance. On the very vestibule 
of this question I have a presumption in 
the grand Christian consensus on this sub- 
ject. Those judgments on moral and reli- 
gious questions, which are reached by the 
collective people of God, are presumptively 
true. They differ, but on those points where 
they do agree, we have the best evidence 
of their truth. Dr. Hodge has said, that to 
dissent from the true consensus of the peo- 
ple of God, is tantamount to dissenting from 
the Scriptures themselves. On which side 
of this question is the consensus of the 
people of God thrown. The speaker here 
read several reperesentative utterances on 
thix subject, to show that the uniform 
consensus of all Christians was against Sthe 
morality of dancing. Authorities from the 
Catholic, the Methodist, the Episcopal and 
the Reformed Protestant Episcopal churches 
were read to prove that the great Christian 
consensus was against dancing in every 
form now practiced. There is a plain pro- 
testant consensus on this point. Let the 
opposition explain the existence of this 
consensus. This judgment was formed 
with the word of God in their hands and 
the spirit of God in their hearts. Are the 
united people of God condemning that 
which God himself approved? Claiming 
that the presumption is in favor of the fact 
that dancing is forbidden in the word of 
God, I shall maintain that it is not forbid- 
den in the. Bible in plain terms, but by 
implication. In order to be rid of the cen- 
sure, the advocates of dancing have 
been pushed by stress of weather 
to mutilate the Scriptures themselves. 
‘They claim that nothing is wrong that is 
not forbidden in express terms in the word 
of God. Dancing is not so forbidden; hence 
dancing is not wrong; as itis not wrong itis 
not actionable by a church court. These 
are the steps of the logic of men who have 
left the moorings of their faith, and are 
now drifting without rudder or compass, 
He read from a pamphlet by Dr. Kerr, of 
Mississippi, which he said was written with 
a desire to forestall the judgment of the 
synod, and Dr. Leftwich pronounced it a 
slanderous document. This pamphlet says 
the administration of the commandments 
cannot be made practicable beyond the lan- 
guage on the face of the book, and then they 
cannot be administered beyond the average 
odly sentiment of the people. 
ut let it not be supposed 
that I undervalue’ this pamphlet. 
It crystallizes heresies which other men hold, 
but hold in solution. The pamphlet claims 
that no inferences are justifiable from the 
language of Scripture. We must stick to 
the plain letter. To deny inferences from 
Scripture is to interdict reason in her robust 
exercise and her highest function. Reason 
culminates in an inference about God. To 
deny inference from the word of God is to 
obliterate at one stroke the noblest of all sci- 
ences—syetematic theology. By the process 
of inference, Newton clambered from the 
falling of an apple in an orchard to the 
grandest generalization, by which he wove 
the system above as intoa glorious garment- 
light. When you distroy inferences, you 
destroy the noblest doctrines of Holy Writ. 
Where then will you get your doctrine of a 
Trinity?’ 
The judgment of the apostolical council 
turned not in plain gs age Scripture, but 
upon inferences. Lf the brethren can dis- 
rove this, I hope they willdoso. To deny 
inferences from Scripture is to impeach the 
character of the Most High God himself. 
No one here will deny that the heathen 
shall suffer a just punishment at the hands 
of the Just Judge, and theironly offense is 
that they failed to make fight inferences 
from what was in their ts and before 
their eyes. Lf it isnot lawful for reason to 
make inferences from all revelations, then 
it is not lawful- reason to make in- 
ferences from lesser revelations, and to say 
this isto impeach the Most High on his 
throve. To deny inferences from Scriptures 
is to abolish some of our most cherished in- 
stitutions. Where is your authority for 
female communion? There is not a single 


cause or the means of anything that is for- 
| bidden, then it is interdicted in the word of 
‘God. We must go by vur rule for the in- 
| terpretation of the Scriptures. Social danc- 
ing is forbidden by all texts which forbid 
moral evil. We must judge a practice by 
measuring it by the word of God, or we 
may wait and see its fruits and judge them 
by the Scriptures. The great law of propa- 
gation is that like produces like. You 
must determine the nature of a thing by 
the moral influence of it. Let us apply 
this rule to the dance, By this test it must 
stand or fall before the Bible. Need I stop 
to say that the fruits of the social dance are 
evil? The great Christian consensus testifies 
against the fruits of dancing. The testi- 
mony of the best men who ever trod this 
planet is that the dance has been evil and 
only evil. The dance is condemned by 
all texts which point out the great 
end of life. To the glory of God 
we are told to do all things. All texts that 
point out the true spirit of life condemn it; 
all that forbid lasciviousness forbid it. The 
chief objection to the modern dance is that 
it is licentious. It is only enjoyed in asso- 
ciation of the sexes. Separate the sexes and 
you deal a fatal blow to the modern dance. 
[tis lascivious because it develops forms that 
are lascivious. I can remember when the 
waltz was the most lascivious; then came 
the polka; then the German, and then worse 
still. The tendency is all one way. The 
round dance is lascivious and the square 
dance is of the same nature. The one grows 
into the other under favorable conditions. 
The history of the dance proves this. 

Here the speaker severely arraigned the 
dance asseductive, and surely if slowly pro- 
ductive of evil. The party at Mr. Block’s 
home was described onl the abolition of the 
square dance for the round dance on that 
occasion was also spoken of. 

Various extracts were read from writers 
of authority to prove that the dance is las- 
civious. 

Mr. Clisby—‘t How long will you be on 
this point?” 

Dr. Leftwich—"'I do not know, sir. Prob- 
ably not very long.”’ 

Mr. Clisby—*‘Then I move, sir, that the 
synod sit with closed doors for half an 
hour.”’ 

Dr. Irvine—“I second the motion; as such 
literature ought to be read with closed 

oors.”’ 

The motion was put and a division called 
for. 

The yeas were 31 and the nays 34; so the 
motion was lost. 

Dr. Leftwich continued to read extracts 
to prove that the dance was lascivious. 
“Then,” said he, ‘I am, by no means, 
alone in the doctrine I have held on this 
subject,” 

This is the doctrine of the Westminster 
assembly. Lascivious dancings are forbid- 
den by it, and thenthe assembly points us 
to an example from the word of God—the 
example at Herod’s birthday party.

Mr. Montgomery—‘“I call the speaker to 
order. There is no evidence that Mr. Block 
encouraged round dancing.” 
Dr. Leftwich—“I am coming to that.” 
Dr. Leftwich continued—‘‘Must [I prove 
that round dances are lascivious?” 
Mr. Montgomery—“You must disprove 
the fact claimed that Mr. Block discouraged 
round dancing.”’ 
Dr. Woodnow—“In my ignorant state of 
mind, I would like the proof on round 
dancing.”’ 
Dr. Leftwich—“T will give it.” 
Dr. Irvine rose and made some remarks 
on the length of Dr. Leftwich's speech. 
Dr. Woodnow called him to order, when 
Dr. Leftwich said: 
‘‘T hope you will allew: him to proceed. 
His remarks are admirable.” 
Here there was a titter through the house. 
Dr. Leftwich then read authorities to 
prove that round dancing is lascivious. 
He prvudueced a host of authorities to prove 
that waltzing islicentious. Even had Mr. 
Block repented, he should have been dealt 
with, But he did not even repent, but de- 
nied that he had sinned, and presented a 
yrinted defense. He reviewed the points of 
Mr. Block’s defense, and pronounced them 
all untenable. He also chaunet Mr. Block 
with contempt and contumacy, and said 
that the essence of his crime was the same 
as that of Eve’s—a rebellion against the 
power of the king. The courts, and not the 
offenders, must judge of the nature of of- 
fenses. He also reviewed the spirit of Mr. 
Block in the whole matter, and said he had 
sinned in the fullest light ofhis duty. Mr. 
McKibben here interrupted the speaker 
and said he was out of order. 

Dr. Leftwich.—‘'I am in order. I hope 
these gentlemen will interrupt me as often 
as they please. I think I know what I am 
about.’’ The speaker here spoke of the de- 
liberation of Mr. Block in cOmmitting his 
offense and the evilhe knew would result 
from it. The offender was an office-bearer 
in the Presbyterian church, and to-day all 
his vows lie trampled in thedust, and when 
arraigned he justified his offense. He then 
proceeded to insult the session. He insin- 
uates that we laud it over God's heritage 
and teach for doctrines the commandments 
of men. 

He charges us with fanaticisy also. He 
wanted to put all the members of the ses- 
siou on oath, and insinuated on their hon- 
esty by the request. We dealt with him in 
all tenderness and love, and he is now a 
deacon and a member of this church. He 
then argued that the proceedings in the 
case were regular in every step. As to the 
measure of the punishment the synod must 
judge for itself. In concluding Dr. Leftwich 
was very pointed. The appellant asked a 
reversal on the ground of freedom of con- 
science. He mistook his own conscience. 
He really pleaded for liberty, and not for 
conscience. He could make a hundred-fold 
better argument for polygamy from the 
Seripture than can be made for the dance, 
and yet no man would be allowed to prac- 
tice polygamy simply because he said his 
conscience approved it. Once allow con- 
science absolute rule and we are lost. It 
has caused the blackest crimes that mar 
history with their blood. Reverse this sen- 
tence and you deal a blow against the Pres- 
byterian church that will be felt 
when you are sleeping in the dust. 

A church has two ends—to convert and to 
train. A dancing church can never do 
either. Mixthe church and the world and 
you defile the church, destroy its influence 
and defeat one of its great fundamental ob- 
jects. The speaker here was truly eloquent, 
and he threw his whole strength into the 
delivery of his fervid periods. 

‘Reverse this decision,” said he, ‘‘and you 
open the door for all illicit pleasures,”’ 

He appealed eloquently to the synod to 
be loyal to the history and the principles of 
the Presbyterian church. The conclusion 
of the speech was very impressive, and held 
the attention of every person in the large 
assembly. During the entire delivery of a 
very longand exhaustive speech, he held 
a remarkable attention, and in conclusion 
he thanked the synod for its attention 
and said: **May God be with you and guide 
you to the right.”’ 

The synod then adjourned to 9 a.m. to- 
day, when Colonel Clifford Anderson will 
speak for the appellant.
